of President Wilson. These are interest- | 
ing points of view, and they show that the 
man who conceived them possessed an 
alert mind. 

Ismail Kemal Bey was a reformer after 
the heart of Midhat Pasha, and of this 

reat Governor-General of the Danube 
filayet we hear much that is worth hear- 
ing. In the course of it there is a shrewd 
eharacterisation' of a form of Liberalism, 
which deserves quotation: “The Liberals 
of Western Europe seem to me like the 
heirs of great fortunes, who think only of 
enjoying the wealth acquired by the efforts | 
and sacrifices of their ancestows. In these | 
countries Liberalism is only a label of a 
party or a means of attaining to power. | 
But in the autocratically ruled countries, 
of the East, in which even the thought of | 
Liberal ideas arouses conflict and evokes. 
all kinds of dangers, Liberalism is sur- 
rounded with trouble and risk. It never 
helps anyone to attain to power; on t 
contrary, those who espouse such thoughts | 
run the risk of losing position, and even 
their life. These were the risks that | 
Midhat Pasha willingly incurred. He pos- 
sessed. the supreme courage of making 
known his Liberalism at the moment when | 
any others, having arrived at the height of | 
their ambitions and power, would rather | 
for their own preservation have shown a | 
certain reserve; for, though a statesman 
may ys go Liberalism at the commence- | 
ment of his career as a means to power, it 
is rare for one to reveal a Liberal spirit 
when one has got the nower, and push it to 
such a point. as to risk losing it all.” 

Ismail Kemal describes Midhat Pasha 
as a man who liked opposition, if reasoned, 
to his plans. The opposition of his critics, 
instead of annoying , rather added zest 
to his efforts. Once at ‘Nish, at the time 
when he was Governor-General, one of the 
notables of the province was ‘continually | 
attacking him, decrying his work and de-. 
nouncing him to the Sublime Porte. One | 
Friday, on the occasion of the official re- 
ception, as this antagonist manifested some 

surprise at being received among the other 
notables and treated with the same con- 
sideration, Midhat Pasha said to him: 
“You are astonished at my reception of 
you? Let me tell you I am very pleased at. 
this opportunity given me of meeting you, | 
and I am happy that we have arrived at a, 
point when a Governor-General cannot. 
treat anyone ill simply because he opposes 
him.” Unlike most Turkish statesmen, 
Midhat Pasha entertained no prejudices | 
against other races and accorded no. privi- 
loge to the dominant race. 

e mention of other races naturall 
suggests the Armenian question, on whic 
there is a full discussion. Ismail Kemal 
súp out that the Armenians have always 

een persecuted and massacred from the 
very dawn of history—in remote times 
by the Assyrians or the Persians, later | 
by the Romans, the Greeks, or the. 
Arabs, the Mongols, 
Turks, or even by some fractions of their 
own numbers converted to one of the new 
religions, or who had returned to their 
own ancient faith. Even before the down- | 
fall of the Byzantine Empire and.the rise |i 
of the Ottoman, Armenia had ceased to be | 
a kingdom ; but for a long time the Arme- 
nians lived in peace and safety in all 
parts of the Turkish Empire. —In 1893 
there was a sudden change of policy, and 
Abdul Hamid started a bitter persecution.

The one person whom Mr. O’Brien has 
especially singled out for a®tack is Mr.

AIR NAVIGATION. 

The science of navigation dates back to 
almost pre-classic times, while its con- 
comitant. science, that of tracking and 
traveiling by natural signs over pathless 
country, is older still. a the knowledge 
of the seas and the winds and the currents 
is of little use to the man who has not 
only left terra firma for the shuddering 
waves, but actually has fled the earth it- 
self. In his introduction the author tells 
us that, while some of the methods of sea- 
navigation can be used by the air-pilot, 
others are quite unsuitable ; and again that 
some methods rejected by sailors are of 
“material use’’ in the air. Hence we see 
that air-navigation is not so much a branch 
of sea-navigation as a parallel science. 

There is a curious significance in the 
term “ sea-navigation’’ as u by Major 
Wimperis. It denotes the beginnings of a 
revolution in thought as well as in deed. 
‘For centuries, when men spoke of “ naviga- 
tion” they meant—and their listeners 
always understood them to mean—the art 
of sailing a ship from port to port.. Now- 
adays a critical audience, if told that they 
were about to hear an address on “ naviga- 
tion,” might ask themselves whether the 
lecturer was a naval man or an airman. 
We have enlarged the sphere of our activi- 
ties, and so. we try to enlarge the term 
“navigaluon ” by the prefix “ air,’ but in 
reality we narrow its meaning from the 
general down to the particular. 

Major -Wimperis is a distinguished 
student and airman, who is head of the 
Air Navigation Research Section of the Air 
Ministry. In the pages of this small 
treatise he has set forth in a concise and 
not too technical manner the main points 
n this new science. The book is amply 
and well illustrated, and there is an ex- 
cellent index. Thus it should prove most 
useful as a text-book in flying schoolé, or as 
a vade mecum for the eommercial pilot of 
to-eny.

ELEVEN ISLANDS. 

“The Ten Islands and Ireland ” is a 
travel book. The author is one of those 
fortunate persons who are able to indulge 
the wanderlust. Leisurely, he meanders 
from Newfoundland to the Bermudas, 
thence to Trinidad, to Martinique and St. 
Pierre, and some of the islands frequented 
by the Buccaneers. He returns to Ireland 
and carries us with him to Dublin and to 
Kerry and the Skelligs. Anon we are in 
Auld Reekie, and presently—not quite 


Stoke Poges. Last to be visited is St. Helena, 
and here the author's wanderings, or at 
least his records of them, come to a close. 
As a whole, the book is one of those plea- 
santly discursive volumes which may be 
dipped into almost anywhere. The author 
is an agreeable travelling companion, in- 
terested in all that he sees, a good talker, 
well stored in respect of out-of-the-way 
incidents of history, with a considerable 
knowledze of unfamiliar books, and not 
indifferent to the menu.

The author, however, fully appreciates 
modern writings on the subject, and gives 
a good bibliography. Recognising that 
tuberculosis is a general disease, and that 
tubercular bacilli are free in the blood, he 
‘reminds his professional brethren that the 
injury to the lung is a local manifestation, 
and warns them against relying too much 
on the power of the stethoscope to reveal 
ithe extent of the disease. He restores to 
ithe symptom of spitting of blood its true 
value, and describes the lesion which pro- 
sub that result: This particnlar lesion, 

however, has been described by Laenne in

SOVIET TERMS TO POLAND. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times, writing to-day, says:—M. Kameneff re- 
ceived the reply of the Soviet Government. to 
the last Note of the British Government yester- 
day. It will be handed to the British Govern- 
ment today. It is understood that the Soviet 
Government state that they are unable to agree 
bo the demand of the British Government to dis- 
rontinue their advance. They contend that they 
are entitled, both by military and international 


law, to continue their advance until an armistice: 


is concluded. They are, however, prepared to 
sign an armistice and to cease hostilities imme- 
diately the Polish delegates return to the ap- 
nated place, with power from their 
Government to errange a basis of peace. They 
consider that this action on their part 
is necessary, because they fear that with- 
put such an undertaking as they seek from 
the Polish Government armistice negotiations 
might be prolonged merely in order to enable 
Poland to receive reinforcements. Jt is stated 
jn the reply that the Soviet Government are 
prepared to offer to Poland terms which will in- 
clude complete independence and wider boun- 
daries than are provided by the Treaty of Yer- 
sailles. The Soviet Government declare that 
their delegation now in London is empowered 
to sign peace with Great Britain or any other 
Entente Power. A separate peace with Poland 
is, however, insisted on. e Soviet Govern- 
ment repeat their willingness to join in the pro- 
London Conference, but they refuse to 
contemplate the admission to it of any repre- 
sentatives of General Wrangel or other Russians 
who have taken up arms inst them. There 
is good authority for saying that when the Bol. 
vhevists’ peace terms are presentod to Poland 
they will be found to inelude the significant pro- 
vision that there shall be free transit between 
Boviet Russia and Germany across Poland.

ARCHBISHOP MANNIX. 


PROPOSED DEMONSTRATION IN 


LIVERPOOL. 

Our Liverpool Correspondent telegraphed last 
night:—The arrival in this country of Arch- 
bishop Mannix, whose Sinn Fein i 
have recently gained widespread attention, is 
to he made the occasion of an Irish demonstra- 
tion when he arrives at Liverpool on the White 
Star liner Baltic, Meetings of Irish organisa- 
tions were held to-night to prepare for a 
ctption and welcome. If the Pr e i 
carried through, many thousanda o Liverpool 
Irishmen will take part, and, in addition, it is 
stated that there wiil be contin from 
Manchester, Chester, Birkenhead, Warrington, 
Wigan, St. Helens, and other Lancashire towns. 

A good deal of apprehension exists as to what 
may happen in the event of such a demonstra- 
tion in a city where public sentiment is 
notoriously volatile. The authorities fear that 
there may be a clashing of sympathies, and 
would much have preferred that there should 
be noth in the shape of an organised wel- 
come. Safeguards are being adopted against 
an ebullition of public feeling. On the arrival 
of the Baltic the landing stage is to be closed 
to the public, and the precautions include the 
cancelling of permits to Pressmen to visit the 
incoming ship, a step in regard to which the 
White Star Line is believed to have been 
prompted by the Government. 

Latest inquiries show that the Baltic ie ex- 

to reach the Mersey on Sunday evening 
or Monday morning. There is ho hint of any 
diversion of the ship to another port; at any 
rate, no instructions from the Government in 
this respect appear to have been received in 
Liverpool. There is yet time for the Govern- 
ment to act, however, should the landi of 
passengers at another port be contemplated.

MR. JOSEPH DEVLIN. 


Mr. Joseph Devlin said that he felt that he 
could not sit there an Irish member an 
allow a “p of this character, so extra- 
ordinary and so unprecedented, to pass without 
making a protest from his place in the House. 
The Leader of the House was not content to 
invite Parliament to pass.ons of the most extra- 
ordinary measures ever submitted to a constitu- 
tional assembly in any country in Europe, but 
proposed to do it in a fashion which would 
ettrage every reasonable man in these islands. 
The right hon. gentleman had said that the 
reason why only one day was practically given 
t> this coercion motion was because everyone 
was so completely in favour of it that there was 
no time to oceupy the House w ; 
and that the only hostility came from & small 
minority. He (Mr. Devlin) should im that 
when they were going to destroy the last ves- 
tige of liberty in Ireland they ought to ES 
ample time to members of that House, whether 
a minority or not. If there was a emall minority 
in the House—an infinitesimal representation 
from Ireland—the Government were responsible 
for it. The* right bon. gentleman knew who 
was responsible for the t condition of 
affairs in Ireland. If the right thing were done, 
instead of a fresh Coercion Act, there ought to 
be an Act of Parliament to clear out the 
present Government to give some other 
Government a chance of handling thie question 
in a different fashion. There had not been a 
single moment in the controversies in that 
House for the last 22} years, when even the few 
voices from Ireland in the House been 
listened to, and at a time like this, when there 
was practically no representation of Ireland in 
the House, the right hon. gentleman brought 
forward a proposal which removed the last ves- 
tige of freedom in Ireland. 

ABOLITION OF TRIAL BY JURY. 

How could ‘they have freedom when they 
abolished trial by jury, which was one of the 
corner-stones of the structure of freedom? But 
they had seen st things done in that House, 
and had heard ideas and doctrines preached 
there which would have disgraced the Middle 
Ages. They sought by proposals of thie charac- 
ter to rob the people of their constitutional and 
legal rights. If they destroyed these important 
and vital principles, they destroyed, at the same 
time, any constitutional instinct which remained 
in Ireland. The right hon. gentleman had said 
that the bill was introduced for the Pee of 
stamping out lawlessness, crime, and. disorder, 
and he declared that methods of that character 
had stam out disorder in Ireland before. He 
(Mr. Devlin) contradicted that statement abso- 
lutely. Disorder was never created in Ireland 
except that disorder which sprung from the dis- 
content of the people. were bound to have 
crime and disorder in a country where the 
people were denied every form of freedom, in 
a country in which, under lish law and ad- 
ministration, one million of the people died of 
starvation in one year, and from which four 
and a half million of people were carried in that 
great procession across the Atlantic Ocean. If 
they went to America now they would find that 
the main and inspiring cause of the passion and 
the hatred amongst the Irish there sprung from 
the bitter memories of the descendents of the 
millions of hounded Irishmen who went to 
America, burning with the recollection of the 
wrongs which were done to their fathers. Was 
there any wonder that there were disorder, in- 
fignation, resentment, and crime, when a race 
‘like this was denied the existence of 
a home subject te a 
system which the right hon. gentleman, 
the member for the City of London, had 
declared to be the most infamous system in the 
world. They had never proposed a single re- 
medial measure for Ireland until they had car- 
ried out a series of coercive efforts to repress 
the spine of that land. They came forward at 
the et® to make concessions which ht to 
have been made at the beginning ot they 
passed the bill the Government would be aulti- 
mately compelled to do in the future what they 
were now refusing to do.

CHIEF SECRETARY MOVES THE 
SECOND READING. 


Sir Hamar Greenwood, in moving the second 
reading of the Bill for the Restoration of Order 
in Ireland, said that he would deal with it, sa 
far as he could, clause by clause, so that the 
House should be informed of the obj of the 
bill in each siicoeeding clause. (Hear, hear.) 
Might he\say, in reférence to the criticism of 
the right hon. gentleman, the member for 
Peebles—that there was no new position in 
Irish affairs to justify the introduction of this 
bill—that the measure was in draft in June Jaat, 
but at his request the Cabinet held it back, 
because he wished to see how the Assize Courts 
would function during the month of July, just 
passed. He had hoped that, in spite of the 
difficulties in Ireland, the ordinary Courts would 
be able to carry on and do their work, in spite 
of inmtimid&tion, terfor, and other ulties. 
But, unfortunate], these Courts were pnable to 
function in many cases, because of the failare— 
and this was one of the prime reasons for the 
introduction of the bill—of the jurors, both for 
grand and common juries, to answer their sum- 
monses, and to appear in the courthouse be- 
fore the jutiges to do their duty. Therefore, 
trial by jury in those parta of Ireland to which 
he had referred had broken down. - It was not 
the fault of the judge, or officials, or of wit- 
nesses who were ready to give evidence; and 
many prisoners and accused persons were in 
custody to be tried, and ought to have been 
tried. But the jurors, owing to intimidation. 
failed to appear; and, therefore, in certain parts 
of Ireland there was: no Court befcre which an 
accused person could come; and everyone be- 
lieved that. an accused person was entitled to 
an expeditious as well as a fair trial. (Cheers.) 
It was not the fault of the Government that 
the jurors failed to appear, but it was the 


failure of their appeararite which had made. 


this bill, in the main, essentiel. It was a new 
position in the British Empire—one that no one 
deplored more than he did—a new position in 
the British Empire, as he believed, that never 
before had jurors failed to answer their sum- 
mons. The bill did not supersede trial by jury 
or the ordinary administration of the civil or 
criminal courts.

EFFECT OF LAWLESSNESS. 

Having read an extract from a statement by 
Lord Justice Molony at Tipperary Assizes on July 
15, Sir Hamar Greenwood said that he would re- 
mind the use that the present Jawless con- 
dition and ‘he intimidation which was going 
on—carried on by a lawless few—had broken 
down the jury system in certain parts of Ire- 
land, against the wish, and certainly against 
the will, of the Government. One reason why 
this bill was urgently needed was in order that 
those persons who were still in prison might be 
immediately tried, and if innocent acquitted, 
— if guilty be punished for their crime. (Hear, 

ear.) 

POLITICAL CRIME. 

Under the head of alleged political crime, up 
to the end of July, 1920, there were in prison 
47 conviec prisoners and 76 persons awaiting 
trial. Of these 76, 27 were charged with the 

ion of rifles, revolvers, small-arm am- 
unition, or bombs, 15 were accused of 
armed attacks on the police or on the military, 
and six were awaiting trial for murder. For 
non-political crimes there were 73 men and 15 
women committed for trial for ordinary triminal 
cases, and on rem men and 10 women. 
He quoted these figures to make it clear that 
it was essential to have some tribunal before 
whom these persons, political or otherwise, could 
be brought at the earliest opportunity. He 
frankly confessed that it had caused him a 
good deal of search and research before he came 
to a contlusion es to the best form of tribunal 
to eet up. It had been suggested that it should 
consist of judges, but he felt himself that it was 
not right to ask judges, who oecupied a position, 
so far as he knew, above ordinary party goliti- 
eal conflict, to underteke duties never contem- 
plated by them when they were appointed. 
Courts-martial had been working in Ireland 
for some years, avd he had not seen adverse 
criticisms on any of them. He would 
welcome any suggestions which would assiat the 
Irish Government .to establish . courts to 
administer justice at the present most critical 
time in Irish history. As the ordinary law of 
the land was now in abeyante, he submitted 
that it was the paramount duty of the Govern- 
ment to put effective measures into execution 
for the protection of. life and property, and he 
}now moved the second reading.

POWERS 


The next raph in the bill provided that 
the duties of coroners and coroners’ juries should 
ormed by a court of inquiry.

had appeared he regretted to say that they 
had made decisions of murder against individual 
officers, soldiers, and gob , who had after- 
wards become marked men, and in some cases 
assassination had followed.

In many cases coroners’ 
 enecge Fn appeared, and in increasing num- 
rs they were not ap ing, and the bill pro- 
posed to give the court of mquiry the powers 
now enjoyed by the coroner's .court.. These 
powers were taken because, in the case of ordi- 
nary courts, the juries had failed to attend, and 
in the other cases they had used their judicial 
power to make accusations against servants of 
the Crown, which had sometimes led to murder. 
POWER TO INTERCEPT MONEY GRANTS. 
He next came to the section & port sg which 
gave power to intercept grants oí public money 
where the local authorit: refused to levy a rate 
t> pay compensation which, by law, had to be 
paid, under the decision of a judge, to persons 
who had suffered either by tho death of a hus- 
band, or other relatives, or by burned houses or” 
property.

Government Board that no grants should 
be ‘made to local bodies until they gave a definite 
assurance that they would submit their accounts 
to the Board, and obey its orders. That had 
been done with the accord of the whole or of 
the majority of the House.

They took powers under the Lill to dispense 
with juries in civil cases.

This had 
been put in to meet the wishes of the Irish 
judges, so that when they went into court and 
the juries failed to appear in a civil case, they 
would be able to continue their ‘udicial func- 
tions, and give a decision whether tnere was a 
jury or not. During the war, in England, under 
the Juries Act, 1918, they dispensed with juries.

It was not because the Government wished to do 
away with trial by jury in civil cases that this 
was put into the bill. It was because trey did 
not want a failure in the administration of the 
law if the juries did not appear. If they did, 
the clause would not apply: If they failed to 
appear. the judge wo carry on the trial 
without the assistance of a jury. It was 
rather a strain on the noble phrase, “ liberty of 
the subject.” to suggest that this affected it.

There 
was no middie course, and that was the issue 
that they had to place before the country. 


THE SINN FEIN ARMY. 

The present demand in Ireland was to set up 
an independent Republic, and even that was an 
inadequate description of the situation. Sinn 
Feim was in ‘its origin an unpractical form of 
idealism, but to-day it was an organisation with 
any army of not less than 100,000 men. The 
man mainly responsible for that development 
was James Cormoily, who was executed during 
the Easter rebellion of 1916. He was not 
merely a demagogue and agitator, but an orga- 
niser and a great thinker. His grievance was 
not that England misgoverned Ireland, but that 
England attempted to govern [Ireland at all.

THE CRITICISM OF THE COURTS. 

I come to the criticism of the bill. The right 
hon. gentleman says—-These are military 
courts, the sort you would set up if they were 
for the Defence of the Realm.. Is not this in- 
-tended for the Defence of the Realm? (Cheers.) 
Who started the military business in Ireland? 
(Loud a of “ Carson.”) It started in Ire- 
land itself. You have got something which 
calls itself an Irish Republican Army. They 
issue their decrees, signed by. generals and 
| captains. They themselves declare that they 
i are at war with the British Empire. Who 
has declared war? (Cries of “Carson.”) War 
has been declared hy something which calls it- 
eelf the Irish Republican Brotherhood. They 
cannot complain, after declaring a state of 
war, that the conditions of war have been ap- 
plied. My right hon. friend says that these 
powers will not achieve their purposes. (Hear, 
hear.) Well, it is very rarely that any mea- 
sure passed through the líoúse of “Commens 
| achieves the whole purpose its ‘founders anti 
i cipate, He says that this will not enable you to 

get witnesses, or to arrest criminals. We nave 

at present a system under which you cannot 
| try them, because you cannot constitute a 
Court. “Under this bill you can try them. 
What is it that makes law obeyed, apart from 
the will of the people? It is the certaint 
of punishment. fa not say you can eubsti- 
tute certainty. of punishment, but you ean do 
something which is between certainty of 
punishment and certainty of escape. You can 
put a doubt in the mind of the criminal 
whether he will escape. That is going to make 
a substantial difference in Ireland. (Cheers.) 

A CHALLENGE. 

Continuing, Mr. Lloyd George said—Mr. Dov- 
lin has asked me what was it we proposed. 
We put forward our proposals — definitely. 
Can my hon. friend put forward any proposals 
of his own that would be accepted by anybody 
in Ireland ? 

Mr. Devlin—Yes. The right hon. gentleman 
has challenged me. The right hon. gentleman 
will find my solution of the question, and the 
solution of all those members of the Conven- 
tion that signed the report which stands as 
our recorded opinion, and which we. believe 
to be acceptable. I am the only one up to now 
who has put forward a solution.

Mr. Lloyd George—i hope the House of Com- 
mons has noticed the “ifs.” (Ories of 
(“Answer.”) I am giving my answer. My 
answer is this—it is no use getting up in this 
House and saying, If Ireland accepts this will 
you agree? Somebody else says—If they ac- 
cept that, will you agree? We have put for- 
ward definite proposals for the consideration of 
this House. I again say that if anybody with 
| authority to speak on behalf of Ireland, 
whether established by plebicite or by elec- 
tion, comes with definite proposals that are 
within the ciear limitations that I 
laid down the other day, they 
proposals for a Government to consider. 
No one wants to carry a Coercion Act if you 
can secure the assent of the population of Ire- 
land to the law. Everybody in this country

about a settlement until someone is prepared to 
| appear on the other side with authority to 
settle. 
| WILLING TO MAKE GREAT CONCESSIONS. 
| There are proposals which might not be the 
| best way of settling the question. There are 
proposals put forward that great men like Mr. 
Gladstone turned: down, Dominion Home Rule 
| being amongst them. ‘There are proposals with 
| regard to finance which might be regarded as 
| unfair, but Great Britain will be prepared to 
|} make great concessions for peace aid good-will 
i and partnership. That would be a difficult 
| proposition. Let us assume for a moment that 
| we take the view of the right hon. member for 
Paisley, that you could set up Dominion Home 
| Rule. There is no man who thinks you could 
set up Dominion Home Rule without reserva 
tion. I venture to say that if my right hon. 
| friend were standing here he would not ó 
Dominion Home Rule without reservation. e 
Forces and the Crown, the Army and Navy 
| will be excepted. You would have to ge 
special provision for the defence of the ports. 
More than that, there would be no settlem@ént 
which would involve the forcing of Ulster into 
any Home Rule partnership.

Further 
delay would play the game of the Sinn Feiners 
and the extremists, and lead to disaster. They 
must not rély upon such measures as the bill 
proposed to secure to them the support of 
reasonable men, as long’ as they left more 
moderate means untried.
